CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) - 
U. S. astronauts Jam es McDiv­ 
itt and Edward White, vowing 
“ we are ready,” today relaxed 
their rigorous training in the fi­ 
nal hours before their planned 
departure tomorrow on m an’s 
boldest venture into space. 


Barring a late - hour hitch, 
the 
pair 
of 
college 
chums- 
turned - spacemen will ride a 
109-foot-tall space machine into 
the skies 
at 
IO a.m. tomor­ 
row on a four-day, 1,650,000-mile 
voyage that will challenge the 
best that Russia has done. 


Hitches seemed unlikely. Doc­ 
tors Tuesday gave McDivitt and 
White a critical medical clear­ 
ance. Technicians said both the 
7,200 - pound Gemini-4 capsule 
and its two - stage Titan-2 rock­ 
et booster were in good shape. 
Meteorologists said the weather 
outlook was sunny. 


The two astronauts plann°d 
to meet with Flight Director 
Christopher C. Kraft and Hous­ 
ton Manned Spacecraft Center 
Chief Robert R. Gilruth today to 
go over details of the weather 
once again. 


“Couldn’t Look Better” 


Otherwise. 
Kraft 
said 
“ we 
couldn’t look better,” and was 
scheduled to hop a plane back 
to Houston today to guide the 
final countdown and launching 
via long distance. 


Federal space agency spokes­ 
men said McDivitt and White, 
after months of training that in­ 
cluded 65 hours in their Gemi­ 
ni-4 capsule and 150 hours in 
simulators, planned 
to

McDivitt said “ we’ve got a 
good spacecraft” for the 62-or-

tered a nearby orbit of its own. 


Once that close, copilot White 
— wearing a $26,000 suit of

The loss brought to 403 the 
number of Americans killed in 
action in Viet Nam since mas­ 
sive U.S. aid began in 1961.
